‘THE MORMON OATH. 
A tBebseriber — the All- 

important (eestien. 
Eprron Gazetre: I read the edi- 
torial in yesterday's Gazerre with in- 
terest and commend the spirit of it. 
Everyone residing in Nevada is enti- 
tled to certain rights and privileges 
under the constitution and laws of the 
United States and the State. That in 
the passage of the law which di~fran- 
chises the so-called Mormon element 
of the State the law-makers over- 


stepped the constitutional limlit is 
quite certain. Section 1 of Article 2, 


which relates to the right of suffrage, | 


reads as follows: 

Section 1. Every male citizen cf the 
United States (not laboring under the 
disabilities named in this Constitu 
tion) of the age of twenty-one vears 
and upwards, who shall have actually, 
and not cunstructively, resided in the 
State six months, dnd in the district 
or county thirty days next preceding 
any election, shall be entitled to vote 
for all officers that now are or hereto- 
fore ae be elected by the people, and 
npon all questions submitted to the 
electors at such election; provided, 
that no person who has been or may 
be convicted of treason or felony in 
any State or Territory of the United 
States, unless restored to civil rights; 
and no person who, after arriving at 
the age of eighteen years, shall have 
voluntarily borne arms against the 
United States or held civil or milita-y 
office under the so-called Confedsrate 
States, or either of them, unless an 
amnesty be granted to such by the 
Federal Government; and no idiot or 
insane person shall be entitled to the 
privilege of an elector. 

By reading that clause of the con- 
stitution carefully it will be seen there 
are more of the provisions of the stat- 
ute referred to by you in your edito- 
rial set forth, hence, the Act is clearlv 
unconstitutional, and must fall, as did 
that part of the Act of 1864 which pre- 
scribed the form of an oath, and 
among other things required the af- 
fiant to swear that he had not since he 
arrived at the age of eighteen year- 
voluntarily borne arms against th: 
United States, or held any civil or 
military office under the so-called Con- 
federate States or either of them; be- 
cause the constitution provided that 
one having done so was not entitled to 
vote, unless an amnesty be granted to 
such by the Federal Government, 
which amnesty had been granted. It 
is quite evident that the framers of the 
bill, and those who favored it, had 
not read the decision rendered by 
J Lewis in the case of Davis vs. 
‘Mc

The case of ex-Surrogate Robert C. 
Hutehings which has latterly excited so 
much cémment in New York calls atten- 


tion not merely to the interesting elreum- 


stances attencing his shameful downfall 
but to the fact that he is one of a consid- 
erable number of professional men who 
have become more or less distinguished 
in Wall street and elsewhere in the 
business quarter of the 

Hatchings was the son of a Furniture 
dealer who gave him a legal educa- 
tion. The young lawyer married the 
daughter of Richard B. Connelly, the 
infamous comptroller of New York 


under the Tweed regime, and known 


everywhere as “Slippery Dick,” the most 
despicable in his avarice and slyness of 
any of the cotcrie that once p!undered 
New York witha hich hand. With the 
money derived from his marriage, and 
one million dollars left to him by the 
exiled comptroller, Ilutchings cut quite a 
swath in Wall street whero ho wasktown 
asa higu roller.“ That is to say, he did 
not speculate on so large a scale as 
such operators for example as Addison 
Cammack, who is now understood to 
be short some twenty fivetheusandsbares 
of Lake Shore, but he would nevertheless 
at times swing a line of ten thousand 
shares of stocks, and fora while he was 
quite successfal. Finally he met with 
some reverses as all speculators pure and 
simple do. The man of millions if he 
stays in the game long enough will meet 
the fateof the man witha few hundred; 
he has more money but hespeculates ona 
larger scale and can lose mo Hutch- 
ings finally went to Paris and hé has been 
sent to an insane asylumthere. He is 
still very wealthy and his relatives are 
quarreling over his property aboutasthey 


would if he were dead. Nis insanity it is 


said in Wall street is due to excesses. 

As to professional men who drift into 
speculative circles, there was a physician 
among the shouting brokers of the Stock 
Exchange a few years ago who met with 
strange vicissitudes, He had a wealthy 
brother who greatly aided him but finally 
committed suicide at the old St. Nicholas 
Hotel on Broadway. The broker, who 
was educated as a physician, had no busi- 
ness capacity whatever and after his 
brothe:’s death met with so many re 
verses that he was obliged to sell his seat 
in the Stock Exchange and then step by 
step he descended the ladder until he be- 
came a conductor on a street railroad. An 
old broker was thunderstruck at seeing 
him filling this position and said on leav- 
ing the car: My friend, Iam sorry for 
you; accept this,’’ and he banded the man 
who was once a physician, then a well- 
known figure on the Stock Exchange and 
at that moment ringing up fares on a 
street car, a liberal present. 

Another physician onee well known in 
Wall street was Dr. Shelton. Every night 
about nine o’clcck a man past seventy, 
short and cadaverous enters Delmonico’s 
2th street establishment, drinks a bottle 
of beer and then slowly shuffles off home- 
ward. It is Dr. Shelton, once as well- 
Enown in Wall street as Jay Gould is 
to-day. Ile was one of the famous specu- 
lative triumvirate composed of Jacob Lit- 
tle, Leonard Jerome andhimself. A man 
who swung a line of five thousand shares 
was a big operator before the war or in 
the earl, days of the great struggle and 
that wasabcut the usual limit of these 
men. They all met with reverses. Jacob 
Little fell senseless in the boardroom 
when the market struck him a blow that 
ruined him; Leonard Jerome was lured 
into a speculation that cost him three- 
quarters of a million, and Dr. Shelton did 
not escape unscathed. His son is on the 
board but be himself lives on whatever 
Wallstreet bas left him. 

Lawyers are well represented in New 
York’s financial world. Austin Corbin, 
Alfred Sally, Chauncey M. Depew and 
. V. White all received a legal training. 
Mr. Depew was formerly the head of the 
brokerage firm of Depew & Potter. S. V. 
White made a moderate fortune as a 
lawyer at Des Moines, Iowa. He passed 
his summer vacations at Saratoga where 
he met brokers who induced him to spec- 
ulate in stocks. He did so and lost so 
heavily for three or four years that he 
finally found himself comparatively poor, 
whereupon he decided to come to New 
York, join the Stock Exchange and get 
his money back. His success has vastly 
exceeded his expectations. 

Dr. Norvin Green, President of the W es- 
torn Union Telegraph Co., was once a 
practicing physician in Kentucky. 

The President of the Cotton Exchange, 
J. H. Parker, was formerly practicing 
medicine in Charleston, South Carolina. 
Heisa member of all the Exchanges in 
this city from the Stock Exchange down, 
a bold but shrewd business man worth a 
million or more, 

Robert J. Wingate, of the Cotton Ex- 
change, was educated at West Point ia 
the days when the term was five years.
